BODY OF SOLDIER 
NUDE AND MUTILATED 



Shipped Home From Camp 
Jackson for Burial iu 
Tennessee. 



Washington, Jan. 29.— Re|.re<«e;n- 
tatlve Samuel R. Sells, of the First 
Tennessee District, today sent ».o f >3- 
retary of War Baker evidence of 
what appears to have been Inhuman 
reatment ot an American soldier out- 
rivaling the case cited by Sunatoi 
Chamberlain in the tatter's recont 
speech In the Senate. From the 
standpoint of sensationalism nothing 
approaching the story revealed to 
Sells and which he transmitted to 
Secretary Baker hsa yet been un- 
covered. 

The soldier in question was a con- 
stituent of Representative Sella, the 
son of poor but eminently respectable 
parenta, who reside on a farm la hia 
district. The son died at Camp 
Jackson, South Carolina, and 
bro splnai meningitis was 
the cause of death. 

Th body waa shipped home and 
the coffin containing It waa labeled. 
"Do Not Open." Tbe boy's parents, 
however, were anxious to have one 
last look at the remains of their sen, 
so they had tbe lid removed and were 
horrified at the sight that mat their 
eyes. There lay th body of their 
son absolutely naked; not even a 
nightshirt or stitch of underclothing 
covered the form. A dirty blouse was 
crammed into the bottom of the box. 
The body was covered with dirt and 
dotted blood. It had been ripped 
open with a surgeon's knite almost to 
the throat and had not been waahed 
after the operation. Apparently the 
viscera bad been removed. At the 
base of the brain was a depression 
where tha s;< t'l had heen crushed In, 
apparently by u blunt instrument of 
son: 9 kind 

Statements Under Oath. 

All of these statements with refer- 
ence to the body and its condition 
are supported by affidavits sent to 
Secretary Baker today by Represen- 
tative Sells. The name of the sol- 
dier was submitted to the secretary 
and will be made public later.' 

It is expected an official invstiga- 
tiou will be ordered at once. In hia 
letter to Secretary Baker, Represen- 
tative Sells asked does the War De- 
partment sanction such practices.

Tho 
former have developed the largest ani- 
mals and are unite different from tho 
Indian typo, having only four vislhle 
toes on the rear feet, us agnlnst the In 
the Indian, the MUI are very much 
larger and the spina! ridge of the Afri- 
can shows a Marked hump or rise, be- 
ginning at the hips, whereas the In- 
dian elephant's back slopes 
downward from tela point. The Afri- 
can defies the tiercest sun. while the 
Indian lopes away from It to the heavi- 
est, coolest shudo. 

The age of the elephants Is widely 
disputed, the best calculations of hunt- 
ers and scientist-- doing admittedly 
only a little more than hazard:-. 

Sir Samuel Baker, a^i minority, 
stales the average life of nn elephant 
to he about 180 yean. It Is pxnetty 
known that elephants have lived In 
captivity for ISO years. Naturalists 
believe, however, an elephant's Ufa In 
the wild stale to be twice as long, ac- 
cording to h recently published hook 
called "The Klephatit."
